(61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation 
with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the All India Services 
(Death-eum-Retirement Benefits) Rules, 1958, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the All India Services 
(Dei th-cum-Retirement Benefits) Second Amendment Rules, 
1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 
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2 . In the All India Services (Death-cuni-Retirement Bene- 
fits) Rules, 1958, — 

(a) in rule 19, after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules 

shall be inserted, namely : — 

■‘(2A), If a member of the Service dies after retire- 
ment without receiving the gratuity admissible 
under these rules, the gratuity shall be disbursed 
to the family in the manner indicated in sub- 
rule (2). 

(2B). The right of a female member of the family 
or that of a brother of the member of the 
Service who dies while in service or after retire- 
ment, to receive the share of gratuity shall not 
be affected if the female member marries or re- 
marries or the brother attains the age of 18 years 
after death of the member of the Service and 
before receiving his or her share of gratuity. 

(2C). Where gratuity is granted under this rule to a 
minor member of the family of the deceased 
member of the Service, it shall be payable to 
the guardian on behalf of the minor." ; 

(b) in rule 19A, — 

(i) in clause (a) for the abbreviation and figures 
“Rs. 3000” the abbreviation and figures "Rs. 4000" 
shall be substituted ; 

(ii) in clause lb) the words, abbreviation and figures, 

‘‘and anv amount in excess of Rs. 10,000 in the 
Fund shall be disregarded for the purpose of 
this extra benefit” shall be omitted ; 

(iii) after clause (c), the following Notes shall be inser- 

ted, namely : — 

"Note 1 — The avciage balance shall be worked out 
on the basis of the balance at the credit of 
a member of the service in his provident fund 
account at the end of each of the 36 months 
preceding the month in which the death oc- 
curs. 

For this purpose, as also for checking the minimum 

balance, prescribed in clause (a) above — 

(i) the balance at the end of March shall include the 

interest credited under rule 9 of the All India 
Services (Provident Fund) Ru'es, 1955 ; and 

(ii) if the lust of the aforesaid 36 months is not the 

month of March, the balance at the end of the 
said last month shall include interest In respect 
of the period from the beginning of the financial 
year in which death occurs to the end of the said 
last month. 

Note 2 — Payment under this scheme shall be in 
whole rupees. If an amount due includes a 
fraction of a rupee il shall be rounded to the 
nearest rupee, a fraction of less than 50 paise 
being ignored. 

Note 3— Any sum payable under this scheme is in 
the nature of insurance money and, therefore, 
the statutory protection given by section 3 of 
the Provident Fund Act, 1925 (Act 19 of 1925) 
shall not apply.”

— In exercise of tile powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby

in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule.

7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shull affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time tn time 
in this regard.

4. Disqualifications.- — -No person,— 


(Railway Board) 

New Delhi, the 31st January, 1981 

G-S.K. 289 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President heteby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to the post of Assistant Legal Advser in the Ministry 
of Railways (Railway Board), namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (i) These rules may be 
called the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board), Assistant 
Legal Adviser, Recruitment Rules, 1981. (ii) They shall come 
into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 


2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay, — The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 


3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 

person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government) may. if satisfied 
that such marriage Is permissible under the personal luw 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
oidcr. for reasons to be recorded in writing and In cb - 
sulfation with thp Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.
